down until used. 


To remove dust from silk skirts do 


not use a brush, but wipe them with 
a ploco of velveteen, which will not 
wear the allk and will remove the dust 
much better than a brush. 


Silk or ruffled skirts should be fitted 


with tapes sewed on the lower ruffles; 
by which they can be hung upside 
down. This prevents the skirt from 
sagging and the rullle from drooping. 


Oown of delicate material should be 


put away in long boxes or bureau 
drawers, each skirt, being folded In the 
plaits Into which It should fall when 
worn. The bodices should be stuffed 
with tissue 'paper, the sleeves and 
trimmings Illlud out with tissue paper 
also. 


Wash frocks should always be put' 


away In trunks, boxes or drawers; 
whether they have been worn or not, 
for in hanging they grow stringy, are 
more easily aftected by dampness and 
lose freshness.
